Eilled by Lightning. 

A most distressing occurrence took place 
on June 17th, about 12 miles from Edmon- 
ton, by which a teamster in the O, G. Den- 
nis outfit lost his life. The wagons had 
camped for the night and the teamsters 
had just had supper, Messrs. Dennis, Mi 
Kenzie, Hambly and the
